Nothing can be plainer 
r: that to the time of Christ the Seventh day was religionsly kept by the Jews 
pri Sabbath. Christ kept it. His apostles kept it. In no part of Holy 
va do we find that any other day than the Seventh was kept, either by Jew, 
~~ Jowish Christian, of Gentile Christian, as the Sabbath. In no part of Scripture 
do we find that God has repealed the law in regard to that day, and if He who 


made the law bas not repealed it, how comes it that we who take the Scriptures. 


for our sole rule and guide of faith, have changed the appointed day from the 


sveenth to the First! This requires a little consideration. The Episcopalian, in 
the Communion Service, listens to the priest reciting the ten Commandments, 
and after each he responds ‘incline our hearts to keep this law.’ Let us look at 
“the Fourth Commandment: ‘Remnember the Sabbath diy to keep it holy. Bix 
jays shalt thou labour, aud do all thy work, but the Seventh day is the Sabbath 
of the Lord thy God; in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, thy man servant, nor thy maid servant, nor thy cattle, nor the 
stranger that is within thy gates. For in six days the Lord made Heaven and 
Earth, the sea and all that in them is, and rested the Seventh day. Wherefore 
the Lord blessed. the Sabbath day and hallowed it.’ This languaze is plain 
enough. It is the Seventh day that is the Sabbath, and yet Episcopalians, having 
atopted the change of the Seventh day to the First, humbly address the Great 
[Am, who changeth not, ‘Incline our hearts to keep this law.’ The priest 
perverts the Commandment while he repeats it from the altar steps, and the 
people misapply the Commandment in their supplication, for neither the one nor 
the other keep the Commandment, nor have they the slightest inclination to do 
s0, Tobe honest, this Commandment should be expunged from the Decalogue, 
or the response should be ‘Iucline our hearts not to keep this law.’” He is 
especially hard upon the personage who first enjoined rest on Sunday. He says: 
“Constantine, surnamed the Great, following the footsteps of his worldly—-wise 
father and profoundly superstitious mother, patronised the Christians, while yet 
a heathen and a co-Emperor of Rome. He saw the old things passing away or 
being incorporated with new. He saw that Christianity was spreading itself in 
every direction, and was the only hardy plant in the dying forest of Imperialisin. 
The new power could make or unmake thrones, at least endanger their peace and 
stability, and therefore he placed himself in the first rank of its supporters to 
gain their favour. Yet he was no Christian, but a heathen, retaining the title of 
the Pontifex Maximus of the old Heathen religion till his death, a title which of 
course fell to his successor the Pope ; and which every holder of St. Peter’s chair 
has most worthily supported. He was never baptised till upon his death-bed, 
on Which occasion he uttered the memorable words, ‘Now let us cast away all 
duplicity.” Such was the man who gave the Church the First day Festival, a 
nan who waded through seas of blood to the purple and sole authority, who 
wnurdered his nephew Licinius, a boy of hardly eleven years ; butchered his son 
Crispus, and his own wife Fausta. ‘fo the characteristics of the fox, he added 
those of the tiger, cunning and blood-thirsty, altogether remorseless.

But for this spirit 
animating the general population, impressing it with the conviction that there 
exists something cutside Christianity that may also teach true morality, lead to” 
eternal happiness and deserve encouragement, the support could not have been 
what it was. In fact the bulk of the visitors and customers must have been 


_ Christians, for so far as the Jews weré coricerned, the fair was not necessary as 


their contributions towards the sacred building were secured. May this good 
feeling between Jew and Gentile in the colony, and may the spirit of toleration 
evinced wy the latter on the occasion, endure for ever! Now compare the result 
of this Bazaar with that of another held somewhat later in our metropolis, like- 
wise for a benevolent object.

‘SEWISH COMPETITORS AT THE OXFORD LOCAL EXAMINATION.

THE RESTORATION OF ISRAEL. 
‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—A friend has drawn my attention to an article of remarkable interest 
in your issue of 28th April, on the exchange of Turkish bonds for lands in Syria, 
You there take occasion to express the very kindly feeling and 5 mpathy 
towards Great Britain, which I have found, in all parts of Europe, is shared by 
your brethren, Sephardim and Ashkenazim alike. ae 

Will you permit me to point out, with all deference, the singular correspon. 
dence between the wishes you express and the prophetic words of the latter half 
of the 37th chap. of Ezekiel. The whole chapter is indeed of the highest intereg, 
in this connection. Your own words are: “ At the present moment it appears 
that the design Providence seems to work would be best promoted, if, in the 
dissolution of the Turkish Empire, which cannot be far off, England were 


_ impelled to extend her protecting hand over Syria. No contingency would be 


hailed by the Jewish people with greater satisfaction than such a turn in the 
affairs of the East. England has given so many proofs of her friendly feeling 
towards the Jewish people, that they could not wish to see the land of their 
forefathers under a safer keeping than that of Great Britain.” . . . . “And 
if the English are not the brethren of the Jews according to the flesh, as is con. 
tended by those who maintain that the Anglo-Saxon are descended from the 
Ten Tribes, they certainly act towards them as kinsmen in spirit and feeling.” 
(The italics are mine). | 
What are the words of the Prophet? ‘‘Thus saith the Lord God, Behold, 
I will take the rod of Joseph, which is in the hand of Ephraim, and the tribes 
of Israel his fellows, and will put them with him—with the rod of Judah, and 
make them one rod, and they shall be one in mine hand.” . . . “TI will take 
the children of Israel from among the heathen” . . . “and bring them into 
their own land ; and I will make them one nation in the land upon the monn- 
tains of Israel ; and one King shall be King to them all; and they shall be no 
more two nations any more at all.”

By the Prophet Daniel we are told that the ‘ words are closed up and sealed 
till the time of the end ;” “but the wise shall understand.” Now if we add the 
date of the Héjra, according to our western reckoning, 622, to the 1260 prophetic 
 Apete of the duration of Islam, we have the year 1882 as the period when the 

urkish Power shall be completely destroyed. It cannot be denied that the 
events now in progress point to that year as about the limit of duration of that 
detestable tyranny.

iy, must not forget that the Turks have greater cause for dislike and 
distrust towards us than we can have towards them. In the past we have the 
expulsion of the Moors from Spain—an act of barbarous unjustified cruelty— 
then we have the crusades, of which the result was—nothing. ‘he Turks are 
much more tolerant towards them, but we cannot leave them unmolested ; we 
meddle in their politics not as advisers but as haughty would-be protectors ; we 
harass them with Catholic missionary zealots who are hated and despised by the 
Moslems, as the abettors of the grossest idolatry. 
Jews and Protestants are in a better position as regards their relations with 
the Moslems for their creed is based on true religion, not on idolatry ; and if we 
could content ourselves with bringing the Mussulmans nearer our Western ideas 
by the force of example rather than by a distrusted and almost always sterile 
propaganda we could do a great deal of good to Turkey and to ourselves. 
I have exceeded I know the limits of a letter but I could not make it 
shorter. Let me conclude with the golden words of Goethe, “what the wise 
docs not discover in his highest speculations is often revealed to a simple mind.” 
A few Wurtemberg pearants have founded in Palestine a constantly progressing 
settlement, dating already seven years back. Let us follow in the wake of these 
simple-hearted good men, and from a humble beginning our evterprise will 
develop itself to such magnitude that it will secure prosperity to Turkey and 
establish on a strong basis the peace and welfare of Europe.

On Saturday last the Rev. A. L. Green delivered a sermon at the Centra 
Synagogue expressive of the feelings of gratitude to Heaven elicited by the 
happy return of the Prince of Wales from India. The preacher pointed out that 
it was at this period of the year that the Crusaders marched through Europe, 
leaving the impress of their track marked in blood, an episode recorded in the 
ritual of the Synagogue. At the present time, in happy contrast, it is the 
privilege of a Jew to take a leading part in the welcome accorded by the City 
of London to the Heir Apparent. The text taken was from Jeremiah, ch, xxix, 
v. 7: “And seek the peace of the city whither I have caused you to be carried 
away captives, and pray unto the Lord for it: for in the peace thereof shall ye 
have peace.” It was natural that the great desire of the exiled nation should 
be to throw off the yoke of the captivity : hence the injunction of the prophet. 
Through their loyalty, energy, and sobriety Jews have, at all times, even under 
the most adverse circumstances, come to the fore. Haroun al Raschid and 
Charlemagne selected Jews to be their ministers, Alexander the Great evinced 
his eminent recognition of their fidelity by placing them in the fortresses of the 
land he conquered. The Popes, even in the darkest days of bigotry, elected 


loyal, none so able as Abarvanel ; and with the expulsion of the Jews, Spain lost 
her industry, her genius, and fell a prey to her own intolerance. In the history 
of this country it is worthy of note that Charles the Second received most 
valuable aid from the Jewish merchants of Amsterdam. Loyalty among the 
Jews is no empty phrase; it is a principle underlying some of the greatest 
teachings of the Bible.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


We have received the annual report of the Board of Deputies fur the year _ 


ended April, 1876. The report shows that there is still sufficient scope for its 
activity. The principal questions connected with Home affairs which have 
engaged the attention of the Board have been the recent Royal Commission on 
the Workshops and Factory Acts and the status of the very few Jewish inmates 
of the Wandsworth House of Correction. We have given from time to time 
reports of the proceedings of the Board, and therefore need not go into details. 
It will suffice if we enumerate its chief proceedings which include Sir 
Moses Montefiore’s Mission to the Holy Land; appointment of medical officer 
for Safed ; medical officer for Hebron; occurrences in Persia; murder of a Jew 
at Hamadan; oppression of the Jews of Karvesnagek ard Sanaa; re-admission 
of the Jews into Spain, &c. In the appendix to the report is given a list of 
secretaries of Jewish synagogues in England and Wales, and a table of marriages 
and interments. From these we learn that there are fifty-six congregations in 
the United Kingdom, whose secretaries are certified by the Board. ‘The number 
of interments reported by these secretaries during the year 1876 reach a total of 
1,214; the aggregate number of marriages were 457. The total number of ccat- 
holders in these fifty-six synagogues is 5,614, apportioned as follows: Provinces, 
2,897 ;. London, 2,498; Scotland and Ireland, 219. ‘The congregation which has 
the largest number of seatholders in all England is Birmingham (454), which, 
bye-the bye, affords the most pleasing i/lustration of a united congregation. 
There is but one synagogue in Birmingnam, and the greater part of communal 
activity is more or less directly connected with the congregation. The synagogue 
in Loudon, which has the Jargest number of seatholders, is the Great, which 
numbers 450 members—four Jess than the Birmingham congregation. The 
number of members of the North London Synagogue (if correctly printed in the 
report before us) is much larger—being 432—than we should have anticipated. 
It has nearly sixty more members than the Bayswater or the Central Synagogues. 
The metropolitan congregation which has the smallest number of members is the 


~ Maiden Lane Synagogue, which has but eighty members. 


METROPOLITAN. FREE Hospirat.—The Anniversary Festival Dinner of the 
Metropolitan Free Hospital will be held, on the 24th inst., at the London 
Tavern. Messrs. C. H. and M. Defries—being “deeply impressed with the fact 
that this institution is an absolute necessity for the poor of the Jewish commu- 
nity’’—are again stewards, and are issuing special appeals on behalf of the 
Hospital to their coreligionists. The special feature of this institution is that 
no letters of recommendation are required. The former premises in Devonshire 
Square having been acquired by the Metropolitan Railway, temporary premises 
have been taken in Commercial Street, Whitechapel, A site has been secured 
in Bishopsgate Street for thé erection of a new Hospital, the cost of which, it 
is stated, will be fitty thousand pounds. 


Jewish Home.—On Sunday last, Mr. A. L. Emanuel, of Portsea, attended at 
the Jewish Home, Wentworth Street, Whitechapel, and addressed the inmates. 


Hesrew BoarD or sixth: annual report of 


this institution has reached us and we are pleased to notice therein that “the 


Board have much pleasure in congratulating the subscribers on the flourishing 
condition of the institution.” The charity, we believe, holds an unique position 
in the community. While other charitable societies find difficulty in “making 


two ends meet,” the income of the Board is iu excess of its expenditure, and to 
| such an extent, that ata meeting held in November last it was resolved to reduce 
the sum received from the Birmingham Congregation from £420 to £520 per 


annum. A better proof could not be given of the care exercised in the adminis- 
tration of the funds of the Board. Instead of taking unwise advantage of the 
excess of income over expenditure by making lavish injudicious grants to the poor 
by which the danger would arise of putting a premium upon poverty, the Board 
does not relax its exertions to ‘endeavour by all means in their power to make 


the poor of the town self-supporting ; to discourage pauperism of every kind 


and substantially to help those disabled by age or sickness from helping them- 


gelves.” ‘he “fixed. weekly allowances” have therefore increased as well as the 


amount granted “in all instances where the Board deemed the recipient capable 


of turning the resources placed at his disposal to good account.” ‘There is a 


slight increase in the number of applications owing, the report states, to the 
immigration of foreign families and to the bad state of trade in most parts of 
the country. The number of applications from “caswal poor hes decreased 
owing to the discouragement given by the Board to * the travelling about of 
able-bodied young men who trade on the sympathies of their coreligionists. In 
concluding their report the Board very properly enters a protest against the 
encouragement given to house to house beggars. — ‘Their attention has been 
called to the fact that persons whose cases they decline to entertain are able to 


obtain even larger sums of money than those who are deserving, and they desire 


to assure the congregation generally that all cases receive their careful attention.” 
bis indiscriminate so-called “charity” which impulsive generous but tnisguided 
persons give to all who choose to ask for it, we know impedes very much the 
administration vf charitable relief by such organisations as the Birmingham 
Board of Guardians. There can be but little reason for such encouragement of 
begging in a provincial congregation where opportunity for ready and judicious 
assistance through the means of or anised societies is near at hand. The 
expenditure of the Board reached a total of about £860; the income being about 


£900.

The disgraceful alternative when he refused to 
fulfil his duty to the deceased brother was the act known as Chalitza when 
the rejected widow in order to mark her contempt for the faithless relative and 
expose him to general ignominy, took off his shoe and spat in, or as the 
rabbis explain it, before his face and thus singled him out by a certain nickname 
by which he was to become known. When, however, polygamy was forbidden 
to the Western Jews by a rabbinical synod held in the eleventh century, 
a conflict might occasiona'ly have arisen between the Biblical law 
which enjoined marriage with a deceased brother's childless widow and the 
rabbinical reguiation which forbade the man to fulfil this duty in case he was 
married and his wife alive. To prevent such a conflict, the excepional alter- 
native, tolerated by the law and viewed by it as an ignominy was made by the 
same rabbinical authority the invariable rule. But no pains were taken to 


render binding upon the repudiator the release of his sister-in-law, from the tie 


by whichthe Jaw had bound her to him. The consequence is that an unprincip!ed 
mercenary man has it in his power to extort money from his sister’s widow 
by refusing to release her from this tie unless he be bribed into giving his 
consent by such 2 sum of money as may be ruinous to her. And as in case 
she should wish to marry again no rabbi would be allowed to perform the 
ceremony without her possessing such a document of release a most oppressive 
tyranny is often exercised on the widow in the sacred name of religion. 
There are other regulations connected with matrimony in which the law 
operates to the disadvantage of the woman. But we forbear for the present 


extending our exemplifications as we wish to confine ourselves to questions — 


which have either been ventilated before or have been referred to in public as 
was the subject of Chulitza. |

THE COSTERMONGERS’ DONKEYS.

A GATHERING took place last week in the Crystal Palace which was probably 
unique in its kind, It was a gala day for the costermongers who met there — 
bringing with them their donkeys in order to receive the prizes to be awarded 


to those who could show by the appearance of the animals that these had been 
treated with mercy by the owners. It was a happy idea which inspired Baroness 
Burvetr Covrrs and the Eart or Suartesspury when they directed their 
special attention to the much abused and most ill-used of all domestic drudges. 

Who has not felt profound pity’ for the wretched brutes on Hampstead 


- Heath or Blackheath when he saw them by still greater brutes on two legs 


incessantly belabored with blows and driven on to a pace disproportionate to 
their size and strength. These animals seemed to implore in vain, by their 
piteous vacant look, the compassion of the callous drivers, For them there 
was no mercy, for not only had they no souls to be saved but they were 
stupid and lazy to boot. They were another exemplification of the proverb : 
give a dog a bad name and hang him; for the ass in his eastern home and 


when well treated is neither lazy nor stupid. In his eastern home he is — 
actually the rival of the horse, and in some instances preferred to him, Nor 


is the ass without honour in his eastern home. When the dying patriarch 
foretold the glory of Jupan and lauded the fruitfulness of his land he 
declared that he would bind ‘‘his foal unto the vine and his ass’s colt unto 
the choice vine.” When the prophetess who judged Israrn spoke ef the 
governors of her people she described thei as those “that ride on white 
asses.” ' The vision of an angelwas not vouchsafed to a horse but to an 
ass, and the glory of carrying Gop’s anointed was reserved for ‘an animal of

The deterioration of this useful and patient animal amongst us shows 
what among other disadvantages habitual and continual ill-usage will do. It 
is with quadrupeds as with bipeds.

The glory of having first enjoined mercy to the brute creation is

-and so pointedly referred to this duty and has exemplified it by such minute 


precepts of man’s relation to the brute creation as the ‘divine code. The 


' Pentateuch contains several ordinances of the’kind; and in the fourth 


commandment, that charter securing even to the lowest and most despised 


animal that quiet and rest which cupidity and cruelty would have so 


willingly withheld from them, was madealso to include the four-footed drudges. 
Christianity by ignoring the Law of Mosss has but too long disregarded man’s 


duty to other sentient beings besides man. The numerous rabbinical injunctions - 
-inreference to animals embodied in the phrase of DYN (pain to living 
animals) were unheeded by all Christendom until comparatively a late date, |

elements. (Loud applause.) In speaking of a Life Boat, he was reminded of the 
anecdote of a timid lady who asked a captain ina galeif there was any fear. Plenty 
of fear, ma’am,” answered the captain, “ but no danger.” In planting Life Boate 
along the coast, they took care that wherever there was danger there should 
-be no fear. (Applause). The Chairman then spoke in stirring language of the 
dangers of the sea, and of the awful, horror-stricken despair which seized the 
living freight of a ship when wrecked with no human aid within reach. The

War was not necessary, as some erroneously believed, to preserve and develope 


the heroic in human nature. Each time a Life Boat went to the rescue of a 
shipwrecked crew, the men in the boat showed that they were far nobler heroes | 
and were crowned with a higher glory than those who went furth to slay and 
_ wound, and not to rescue and succour their fellow-men, (Cheers). They were

Tue GREEKS AND THE JEWS.—QOn the late birthday of the Emperor of 
Germany, the celebrated Professor Curtius, of Berlin, delivered an address in the 
aula of the university which was attended by Dr. Falk, Minister of Public 
Instruction, as well as by his whole staff and by representatives of all authorities. 
The theme of the oration was a comparison between the Greeks of old and the 


Israelites. ‘ Each of these nations,” the orator said, “had a well founded rightto — 


feel itself as the elect by way of preference above every other people; for they 
have bequeathed to us treasures which although differing yet have ever since proved 
their invigorating vitality. While the Greeks led all men to true culture through 


the harmonious development of all their faculties which they perceived in the — 


art to give to life a noble and beauteous shape, the Jews elaborated the pure 
idea of the Deity of which the Greeks had only a faint notion and carried it 


with them amidst the crash of nations.

First, whatever lies in Judaism is not to be 


accounted for by the development of a people left to itself; it has no preparatory 


stage; and, secondly, that whatever has been accomplished in this respect 


BERLIN.—A new statute confirmed by the government has been ratified by 


the members of the Beth Hatmedrash.

‘MELBOURNE JEWISH SCHOOL. 


_ The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Melbourne Jewish’ 
School took place on March 12th last at the Bourke Street Synagogue. It was 
intended that the proceedings should have been held in the largest of the spacious 
and well-ventilated rooms which have just been erected for the use of the school, 
at a cost of £75), but the attendance of parents and friends was so unexpectedly 
numerous, that an adjournment. had to be made to the Synagogue. Mr. Simeon 
Cohen, J.P., presided. The reports of the examiners, which were read by the 
secretary (Mr. Nathaniel Levi), were of the most satisfactory character. Of 
136 pupils who presented themselves in English, 908 per cent. passed, and of 
137 who presented themselves in Hebrew 90°3 passed. The Chairman said he 
was informed by the Principal, the Rev. Raptiael Benjamin, B.A., that, notwith- 
standing the unusual, perhaps unequalled, extent of the curriculum, the per- 


centage of passes in English exceeded that attained by any other school, so far 


as he was aware. In 1875, the passes in the Government Schools of Great 
Britain were 79 per cent. ; in the State schools of Victoria, 1873, 58 per cent. ; 
1874, 61 per cent. ; Melbourne Hebrew School, 1875, 90 per cent. If any reply 
was wanted to those of the community who did not subscribe to the school, he 


thought it would be amply found by looking round on that crowded attendance, | 


and he felt sure that many who had not contributed to its support hitherto 
would do so in future. | 


The prizes, which mostly consisted of handsome books, the gifts principally —

It is true that Jews here 
occasionally rose to high dignities. But this was by way of favour depending 


_ altogether upon the whim of the persons happening to be in power. ‘These ~ 


dignitaries often fell as suddenly as they rose. For the rest their general position 
is most precarious. They possess no legal rights. Hence their property and 
business are always in danger. Woe to the Jew who is involved in legal proceed- 
ings with a Moslem. He can never expect justice. He may congratulate himself 
if he gets off with the bastinado instead of imprisonment for a length of time. 
Differences among the Jews themselves are settled by their own courts and their 
sentences are carried out by the general authorities. The educational status of 
the Jews is very low. The poorer sort’ receive no instruction save in 
Hebrew. - The English missionaries however keep a school which is attended by 
many Jewish children on account of the secular education imparted there. As 


yet, however, the missionaries have not succeeded in effecting any conversions 


among the Jews here. | | |

| COLOR AND RACE.—A strange’ fancy has laid hold on certain German anthropo. 7 
logists, They think the several races composing a nation and their numerical proportions 


could be ascertained from the difference in the color of the skin, hair, and eyes of the 
children. Statistical surveys for this purpose have therefore been made in some parts of 
Germany and Hungary. Inthe former country they do not seem to have led to any result, 
the several races of which the Germans originally consisted haying, in consequence of 
intermarriage and other disintegrating causes, long ago given way to one homogeneous type, 
But in Hungary, where three races still co-exist, which are net yet amalgamated, a more 
satisfactory result has been obtained. These three races are the Magyar, German, and the 
Jewish. The result, so far as the last is concerned, is this: it is marked bya preponderance 
of brown or black hair, dark color of the skin, and brown or black eyes. There are also 
among the Jews, proportionately, more red-haired persons than either among the Magyars 
or Germans, In all these characteristics, the Magyars come nearer the Jews than the 


Germans. 


THE DAY OF REST.—As a day of rest, I view it as a day of compensation for the 
inadequate restorative power of the body under continued labour and eacitement, A 
physician always has respect to the preservation of the restorative power ; because, if once 
this le lost, his healing office is at an end. A physician is anxious to preserve the balance 
of circulation as necessary to the restorative power of the body.

THE INQUISITION AND THE PAPAL SYSTEM.—The Inquisition had made 
the Papal system irresistible. All opposition must be punished with death by fire. A mere 


_thorght, without having betrayed itself by an outward sign, was considered as guilt. As 


time went on this practice of the Inquisition became more and mcre atrocious, Torture 
was resorted to on mere suspicion. The accused was not allowed to know the name of his 
accuser. He was not permitted to have a-legal adviser, There was no appeal. The 
Inquisition was ordered not to lean to pity. No recantation was of avail. The innocent 
family of the accused was deprived of its property by confiscation. Half went to the 
Papal treasury, half to the Inquisitors. Life only, said Innocent III, was to be left to the 
sons of misbelievers, and that merely as an act of mercy, The consequence was that Popes, 
such as Nicolas ILI, enriched themselves through plunder acquired by this tribunal. 
Inquisitors did the same habitually.— Draper. 


WASHING HANDS BEFORE MEALS.—Washing the hands before meals is a 
precept strictly enjoined by the cabbis. It is called by them O°) NO). The following

sible to deny that, from such a trifling act of neglect, as the instance quoted, very gross 


sanitary dangers might arise; and the public at large have every reason to be grateful lf 
the humane and intelligent physician who draws attention to the actual vital condition of 


our toilers, and who explains clearly and conclusively how, by scientific means, that con- 
dition might be sensibly ameliorated.
